How did all this material aurvive? 
The Bible has come down to us be- 
cause it is the sacred hook of a liv- 
ing religion; but other, leas sancti- 
fled, works were lost. This Bible it- 
aalf mentions some — “The Book of 
the Wara of the Kings of Judah and 
Israel," among others, not to speak 
of hundreds of years of scribblings 
of everyday life, letters and docu- 
ments, as well aa the unwritten (or 
written?) traditions of folklore, the 
art of the minstrels, the songe of 
poets and bards. 

The majority of texts In “ANT” 
are Egyptian or one of the cunei- 
form languages. This is due to Incl- 
dental factors. In the case of Bgypt, 
the climate has been extraordinartly 
Kind to papyrus which waa the usual 
writing material, In the centres of 
cuneiform culture — Mesopotamia, 
Anatolia, Hlam, Persia and Ugarit 
— it is simply the great durability 
of baked clay, especially kiln-fired 
tablets, which has preserved the writ- 
ten word, where all other materials, 
wood, papyrua and parchment have 
long since rotted. 


Basic, banal fact 


“They Wrote on Clay” was the 
title given to a popular work on 
Mesopotamian civilization by the 
American Assyriclogist Edward 
‘Chiera a generation ago. This is in- 
deed the basic, if banal, fact upon 
which all our knowledge of these 
cultures rests. In a flight of fancy, 
Chiera foresaw that the archaeolo- 
gists of some future time would 
find precious little that was written 
when they came to excavate Weat- 
em civilization. All books, news- 
papers and journals on perishable 
paper will have disappeared. Only 


the occasional stone inscription or 
the rare find of the intact enamel 
from street signs — if it were care-- 
fully Ilfted from the powdered core 
— would testify to literacy. These 
future scholars would be faced with 


the apparent paradox of a culture 
with high material achievements but 
with little to show for intellectual 


ereativity. But then thelr researches 
would ultimately lead them back to 
the soll of Mesopotamia where hun- 
dreds of thousands of tablets still © 
lay in the ground. They would ac- 


complish the .miracle of dectpher- 
ment ones again and read the great 
eples, savour anew the postry and 
songs, and conclude that hare man 
had indeed ‘reached his highest - in- 
telléctual attainments!

Max Isidore Bodenheimer was born ἐπ Stutt- 

gart, Germany, in 1865. He studied law and 
practised in Cologne, where he lived until 1988, 
In 1984 he moved to Holland, and the following 
year he came to Eretz Yisrael, where he died in 


In 1891 he published a brochure, “Syria and Pa- 
lestine as 8 place of refuge for Russian Jews.” 
The brochure appeared in 55,500 copies five years 
before. Theodor Herzl published his “Jewish State.” 

Bodenheimer wos active In the Hovevel Zion 
moyement before he joined Herzl and became hie 
jutimate friend, In 1898 ke accompanied Herzl to 
Constantinople and to Eretz Yisrael, where he was 
one of the Zionlst delegation received by Kalser 
Wilhelm ΠῚ in Jerusalem. 


Bodenheimer was President of the Jewish Nae- 
tional Fund from 1904 to 1914. He was the found- 
ex of the Zionist Organization In Germany, one of 
the organizers of the First Zionist Congress in 
Basle and he drew up the statutes of the Jowish 
National Fund. He was a member of the Zionist 
Organization’s Actions Committee from its est- 
ablishment unti} 1920. :

Though at firat they 
could not fathom the purpose of 
the digging they were set to perform, 
when it was explained to them that 
they were searching Golisth’s birth- 
place, they readily entered Into the 
apitit of the thing, and work devel- 
oped Into a treasure hunt for re- 
mating of Goliath's limbs. 


While “No Time for History” tends 
to be fragmentary and anecdotal, 
leaving many gaps to be filled, it 
provides a fascinating memoir, It 
should be Interesting to read @ mora 
systematic record by αν of the 
History of the Lachish project, or 
of some of the successor achemes 
for which he was responsible, inclu- 
ding the Qazvin Area Development 
Project in Iran which he directed

HOUGH there are not inuny 
large-acale “happenings” In the 
life of Taya, aged zero to nine --- 
the years the book covers --- whut 
emerges ig a ively family portralt. 
Taya's family were Russian Jews 
of a very special category — wentl- 
thy, permitted to live where they 
wished, one of them even ennobl- 
ed by the Tsar. Taya tells nothing 
of the Revolution, but it ix obvious 
that her grandfathers plucked a 
very handsome fortune out of the 
burning and continued to live opu- 
lently in France after the deluge. 
Apparently not all the members of 
the family were equally lucky In 
saving their belongings, but the 
pages of this autobiography are 
permeated with an atmosphere of 
comfort rather than economy. When 
she turned seven, Taya's maternal 
grandfather gave her a country 
house which was to be part of her 
“dower.” It was considered a mod- 
est establishment with its three 
floors, 12 rooms and two gardens. 
The grandparents, despite their 
exceptional position in Russia, 
maintained some, at least, of their 
religious and national consciousness. 
Her maternal grandmother actu- 
ally said her prayers in Hebrew 
regularly, observed kashrué for her 
self and celebrated Passover, where 
Taya learned to ask the four ques- 
tlopog in Hebrew. The morning 
after the Séder, this grandmo- 
ther served ham to the children be- 
cause she knew they liked it. Ta- 
ya'a parents seem to have given 
thelr Jewishneas no thought. The 
children on occasion apparently 
went to church with their Chris- 
tian nannies — though there 18 no 
mention of conversion. 


Candour {x one of the mata 
charms of this story of the Iitte 
air who was precoctous rather 
than “odious” (ns her mother call- 
ved her), She tells how her mother 
used to tie her hands becauas she 
masturbated 


(though the mother 
wasn’t) immune hereelf) and she 
telis of her chiktsh follies as well 


as her fancies. Her main frustra 
thon seems to huve been the erratic 
way in which her vain and beautl 
ful nother expressed her maternal 
conerrn — devoted in M!iness, crue 
In the careless comment on the 
child's looks and behaviour. 

How the little girl’a Initial 168. 
lousy of her brother turned to pro- 
tectlve love, how her parents and 
their friends made a milieu of their 
own in France, transplanting thelr 
Russian habits and outlook — these 
and other memories come out clear- 
ly In the story. In her doctor fa- 
ther's nursing home in Parla, all 
the medical men were from the Im- 
perial staff — the Tsar’s surgeon, 
the Tsar's physiclan, the Tears 
“urologue,” the Tsar's dentist — 
even “the Tsar's obstetrician.” 

Yet the atmosphere In which emi- 
gre and refugee Russians lived does 
not really come to the surface w- 
tit the author describes the board 
inghouse where she, her mother and 
her brother spent three holidays. 
Here the slapdash management — 
the lavish meals at one time, mea- 
gre and makeshift at another — 
hes a certain theatricality about 
it but also a sure authenticity. 

Since the style and narrative 
Improve as the book goes on, 0Π8 
looks forward to further volumes 
that will take the “Odjous Chitd" 
from the age of nine upwards. 

Municipality's So- 
celal Service Department is the 
διαὶ welfare organization in Israel 
to employ ἃ full-time drug special- 
ist, He ls Gideon Miller, 49, a new 
immigrant from the United States 
who spent ten years rehabilitating 
drug addicta and alcoholics in New 
York. When he came to Israel, he 
thought he would return to his for- 
mer occupation, the hotel trade, but 
soon realized that he had not Ieft 
the drug problem hehind him. 


“{ first became involved in drugs 
when my wife became an addict 
and an alcoholic,” he told me when 
I vislted his Jaffa office. “I felt 
totally helpless. I took her from 
one doctor and psychiatrist to an- 
other, but nobody could ‘help her. 
When she passed away, I decided 
I wanted to do something for ad- 
dicts, I took the few coursea then 
available on the subject and then 
started to work — with aleoholics 
on the Bowery and with drug ad- 
dicta, Later I formed my own con- 
sulting company to help Industrial 
management solve alcohol and drug 
problems. Their own and their em- 
ployees'."” 

He had thought his long exper- 
fence in this field would not be 
needed in Israel, But the reality here 
was otherwise, he soon learned. 

“When 1 first arrived, students 


or people whom 1 just hap- 
Penéd to tell about my work with 
addicta, After a while, the word 
apread and more atudents came. 
want help, but there is m0- 
where for them to go. If the unl- 


τος Verstty. authorities find out they're 


on druga, the kids get thrown out,” 


Mr. Miller decided to research 
the problem to sce how serious It 
Teally was, but he encountered op- 
position all along the way. 

“People kept telling me we realy 
don't have a problem in Israel and 
that the only drug-users are Amer- 
ican students, It's true that a lot 
of American youngsters come hera 
with a drug problem but that isn't 
the point. Drug addiction isn’t just 
a disease; it's an epidemic. If you 
don’t stop it, It spreads. Israel can’t 
afford to let that happen,” 


As for the charge that drug use 
fs confined to Americary hore and 
ig not really a serloua problem any- 
way, the statistics tell a different 
story: 

‘When ‘Police Minister Hillel 
apdke to the Knesset about drug 
abuse, he said the number of con- 
victions jumped from silghtly over 
800 In 1969 to 2,800 in 1970 and 
that only 500 of those convicted 
were not Ierael! citizens.”

New immigrant ‘back on

“ON= of the things which worries 
most welfare workers 18 the 
fact that young people in alum 
areas — often the children of long- 
time drug users — are now start- 
{ng to use drugs. If the adult ad- 
dict is too far gone for help, we 
want to try to save his family. This 
is why we -hired Miller — to work 
with the soclal workers In handling 
the addicts and thelr familles and 
to see what can be done in reha- 
bilitation,” 

But what about those addicts, or 
users, who have not become addict- 
ed, who are not on welfare — such 
ΒΒ the “students, hippies...” and 50 
on? 

“The drug problem has many 
aspects: social, educational, legal 
and health. That means at least 
four government ministries are in- 
volved. We can handle only the 
social welfare end of it. Uniess the 
police can do more to stop pushers 
— which they can't today because 
the law is ineffective — we can't 
solve the problem. A few daya ago 
I heard about one pusher who, in 
order to evade the police, hires an 
οἷά man to hand out the drugs. 
‘That way, he (the pusher) can’t be 
caught because he must be found 
with drugs in his possession in order 
to be prosecuted. 

“fhe Ministry of Hducation does 
general information...work, but I 
don’t know how effective it 15 and 
I suspect it dan’t enough, We. once 
asked several social workers to 
estimate how many school children. 
in their work area take drugs.” 
Their. eatimates, for eighth graders, 
in this informal estimate ranged, 
acconding to Mr. Bar-Sever, from 
around four in a Glass of 40, or ten 
par cent, to the frightening Agure 
of 20-aut of 40, or ὅθ per cent, “As 
for the Health Ministry, they cer- 
tainly aren’t doing enough.”

According to the centre's 
director, Mrs. Mirlam Maendelow, 
the oldsters would have to pay at 
least IL1,000 elsewhere for a set 
of dentures, “Without dentures, many 
of them can't eat proper foods,” she 
said. She estimated that six or 
seven persons could be provided 
with dentures each month.
